THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich, in 
the County of Hillsborough in said State, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall 
in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the eleventh day 
of March, next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
budget to raise as estimated therein the necessary 
funds to transact the town’s business for the ensu- 
ing year. 


3. To raise such sums as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriations of the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $1,200 for a resident physician. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $150 for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To choose one member of the electric light 
commission for three years. 


8. To choose one member of the trust fund com- 
mittee for three years, and this same committee to 
serve as the Spalding School Fund committee. 
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9. To choose a committee of three for Memorial 
Day. 


10. To choose a committee of three for the Base- 
ball Field Committee. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds. 


12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$1365 for Class II roads. By so doing the State will 
contribute $2730 for this purpose. If aid is desired 
under the T. R. A., so called, the town must raise 
$597.98 and the State will contribute $2391.91. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $90 to the Monadnock Region 
Association of Scenic New Hampshire for the issu- 
ance and distribution of printed matter, newspaper 
and magazine advertising, calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the town in co- 
operation with the other thirty-seven towns in the 
Monadnock Region. 


14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
light committee to administer an electric heat and 
power rate for residential and commercial consum- 
ers. Said rate shall require the installation of an ad- 
ditional meter and shall measure all killowatt hours 
purchased other than lighting. The minimum charge 
shall be $1.00 per month and the electric rate 4c per 
kilowatt hour. The present light rate and also the 
present minimum charge shall remain in effect. Or 
take any action thereon. 


15. To see if the town will vote to lower the rate 
of electricity to seven (7) cents for the first 25 kilo- 
watt hours; six (6) cents for the next 25 kilowatt 
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hours and four (4) cents for the third and same 
thereon. 


16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 to resurface and grade and gravel 
road from the residence of John Kangas at Ashby 
town line going towards Gibson four corners or to 
arrange with State and Selectmen to set aside the 
sum of $500 from T. R. A. funds for this purpose or 
take any action thereon. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) to 
be used to repair and gravel the Academy road, 
starting from the driveway entrance of the Acad- 
emy road towards Bank Village, or take any action 
thereon. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise $300 
(three hundred) to gravel the road from the center 
of Page Hill to Antii Kueralinen’s residence. 


19. To see if the town will vote to raise five hun- 
dred dollars to repair the bridges and sluices on the 
Appleton road or otherwise known as the road to 
Matti Maki’s, the rest of the money to be used on 
gravel, that is, if any left over. 


20. To see if the town will vote to raise $500 
for the purpose of additional snow fence. 


21. To see if the town will vote to transfer from 
the Electric Light Department to the Town Treasur- 
er the sum of five thousand dollars ($5000) for gen- 
eral town expenses, in so doing to reduce the tax 
rate for the year, or take any action thereon. 


22. To see if the town will vote to appoint a 
committee to arrange for the completion of the fire 
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alarm system so that the siren can be sounded from 
the Central office in Greenville, and raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money for the same, or take 
any action thereon.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


I respectfully submit my eighteenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools: 


Supervision 


In the last several annual reports I have attempt- 
ed to set forth what we are doing in the primary 
grades with the important subject of reading. This 
emphasis is constantly being held, and is extended 
to the succeeding grades year by year. The pupils 
who were in Grade One when we began this special 
drive are now in Grade Four, except those who have 
had to proceed more slowly in order to receive the 
greatest benefit fom the reading instuction. 

As one observes the instruction in these grades, 
one sees many evidences of the superiority of mod- 
ern methods in the teaching of reading. The interest 
of the children is more keen and real; their confi- 
dence in their own ability is greater; the progress of 
the timid child and of those who are by nature slow- 
er than the average is more sure and steady, be- 
cause they are not forced to try to keep the pace of 
the faster workers. 

More concrete evidences of gains in reading 
ability in the various grades should appear as time 
passes, for results in the standardized tests used 
should reveal what gains may be in reading and in 
the other subjects. Already there is some evidence of 
the improvement of the pupils in the upper grades, 
who did not have this reading program while in the 
primary grades but have had the benefit of the in- 
creased attention teachers have given to reading in 
the middle and upper grades. The average gains of 
pupils in these grades, as indicated by the scores 
they made in the reading tests of the Stanford 
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~ Achievement Tests in successive years, is shown in 
the following table. 
This study includes all the pupils in the eight 
towns of this Supervisory Union.

In this table, a normal growth or gain for a full 
year is represented by 1.00. The pupils of Grade V 
in October, 1938, had gained .85 of a normal year’s 
growth since taking the test in October, 1937, when 
they were in Grade IV; but in October, 1939, when 
they were in Grade VI, they had gained 1.11 in a 
year; when they had reached Grade VII (in Octo- 
ber, 1940) they had made a gain of 1.31 in that 
year. 

A similar study of the pupils in Grade IV in Oc- 
tober, 1940, shows that they gained 1.25 from the 
time they were tested in Grade III in October, 1939. 
This measure may not be so reliable as those set 
forth in the table, however, due to the fact that we 
use the Metropolitan Test in Grade III and the Stan- 
ford in Grade IV, and the scores are not quite com- 
parable. 


Medical Inspection 


Doctor Cayward and Mrs. Gilbert examined the 
children of Junior High and Central Schools, as re- 
quired by law, in September, and reported as fol- 
lows:

Doctor Cayward administered the Tuberculin 
Patch Test to 63 pupils and in all but four cases the 
reaction was negative. These four cases were later 
X-rayed and found to be negative. 


Appleton Academy 


The total destruction of the main building of 
Appleton Academy by fire on the night of January 
23rd is not only a severe blow to the institution it- 
self, but a loss that is felt keenly by the whole com- 
munity which it has served for so many years. The 
people of New Ipswich and neighboring towns have 
taken as great pride in the school as they could have 
if it had been a public high school of their own, for 
it has taken the place of such a school to a degree 
quite out of the ordinary for a privately managed 
institution, in that its policies have been determined 
by the needs of the community completely, so far 
as those needs have been sensed by the trustees. 

There is grave doubt, at this writing, whether 
the resources at the disposal of the trustees, includ- 
ing the insurance money, will be sufficient to restore 
the building and equipment lost, but estimates are 
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being prepared and there is an evident determina- 
tion to rebuild if means can be found. But if and 
when it is restored, the trustees will have no other 
income than that supplied by the towns having 
pupils in the school, with which to maintain the 
buildings and operate the institution. This means 
definitely that the tuition cost of the high school 
pupils of New Ipswich in the future will be in- 
creased. 

Hitherto the tuition payments made on the basis 
of $85.00 per year for each Senior High School pupil 
attending the Academy, together with the sums paid 
for housing the Junior High School and providing 
some instruction in these classes in addition to that 
given by our own Junior High teacher, have not 
been sufficient to cover actual cost of instruction. 
The Academy’s income from invested funds and 
from tuition receipts from other towns has not been 
sufficient to cover the other operating and main- 
tenance costs. In each of the past ten years, except 
two, total income has been less than total expendi- 
tures, and the deficit has had to be made up by de- 
pletion of invested funds to the extent of some 
$650.00 a year, average. This has been done in 
preference to making a higher charge for tuition. 

Facing this situation and realizing that a con- 
tinuation of this depletion of funds would mean 
eventual closing of the Academy, the trustees met 
in December and determined to ask the School Dis- 
trict for a new contract, to provide for the payment 
of a fixed sum each year instead of the present pay- 
ment of $85.00 per year per pupil, and the sum that 
was proposed at that time was $5000.00. The fire 
made complete in a few hours the loss that the trus- 
tees were seeking to avert in the coming years, and ~ 
this loss of income will have to be replaced if the 
Academy is to be rebuilt and continue to provide as 
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adequately in the future for the educational needs 
of the community. The new contract suggested for 
the consideration of the voters calls for the annual 
payment of a fixed sum of $5500.00 for high school 
tuition. It is also assumed that New Ipswich will 
continue to pay for the housing and additional 
teaching provided for the Junior High School, as in 
the past. 

If New Ipswich were forced to the alternative of 
maintaining a high school of its own, and provide 
the same educational program that the Academy 
has offered in the past few years, it is not to be sup- 
posed that such a school could be operated at any 
lower yearly cost than that of the Academy. The 
same items of cost would exist, namely: teachers’ 
salaries, textbooks, scholars’ supplies, miscellaneous 
expenses of instruction, janitor service, fuel, light 
and janitors’ supplies, repairs, insurance, equipment, 
administration. The average cost to the Academy 
during the past five years has been $11,148.20; the 
average tuition receipts from other towns than New 
Ipswich during the same period were $3418.00; 
leaving a net cost of $7730.20 per year. If we de- 
duct from this figure the amount New Ipswich has 
paid annually for the housing and extra teaching 
service for the Junior High, which is $800.00, and 
the federal aid for industrial arts and home econom- 
ics, $1400.00, we have $5530.20 to represent the av- 
erage annual net cost of operating a high school. All 
this is assuming that we already had a building to 
house such a high school. 


Budget 
The School Boards’ estimate of money required 
for the 1941-1942 budget shows some increases in 
cost that call for explanation. The item of Teach- 
ers’ Salaries shows a $100.00 increase because two 
of our teachers have not yet reached the maximum 
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salary; the increase of $250.00 for Textbooks is re- 
quired to cover the cost of replacing the Junior High 
books lost in the fire; the $25.00 increase in Schol- 
ars’ Supplies is in anticipation of higher prices next 
year; the increase in cost of High School Tuition is 
discussed in another paragraph. The total amount 
required to meet the School Board’s budget is ap- 
proximately $950.00 more than last year. 

The amount of state aid allotted for next year is 
$1193.03; the usual estimates for dog tax and in- 
come from trust funds amount to $450.00; and 
$621.00 of anticipated balance, added to the sums 
just mentioned, makes it possible to deduct $2264.00 
from the total budget of $17,264.00 and to show the 
assessment required to be $15,000.00.
